A 
larger  advance  enrollment  now  than  that  of 
the  corresponding  date  in  1957  and  some  appli- 
cations for  two  years  hence  indicate  the  possi- 
bility of  future  full  enrollments  even  without 
aid  from  former  students.  We  will  continue  to 
deny  admission  to  applicants  who  fail  to  meet 
rising  academic  standards,  but  only  the  cooper- 
ation of  alumni  and  other  friends  will  enable 
us  to  get  an  enrollment  of  students  whose 
Christian  character  and  leadership  potential- 
ities will  enable  them  to  measure  up  to  the  best 
of  your  campus  associates  during  your  own  life 
at  this  college. 

TF  you  do  not  know  who  is  the  best  all-around 
senior  in  your  local  secondary  school,  please 
take  time  to  learn  of  his  personality  and  his 
plans.  Tell  him  about  the  opportunities  offered 
at  PC  and  cooperate  with  us  in  getting  his  ap- 
plication before  the  1958  freshman  class  is  filled 
with  good  students  who  are  yet  not  the  best 
possible.  Your  zeal  in  this  matter  can  contrib- 
ute vitally  to  the  future  of  an  Alma  Mater 
worthy  of  your  devotion.

'Terms  of   Employment, 
Faculty   and   Student 
News,  Chemistry   Program 


WHEN  THE  TRUSTEES  RECENTLY  IN- 
CREASED SALARIES  by  20  percent,  they  put 
into  effect  a  detailed  statement  of  "Terms  of 
Employment  for  Presbyterian  College  Faculty 
and  Staff".  It  includes  this  salary  scale  for  nine 
months  of  teaching: 

Professor    .__  _  $5,500  to  $7,500 

Associate  Professor  .  $4,500  to  $6,000 

Assistant  Professor  $3,500  to  $5,000 

Instructor  $3,000  to  $4,500 

(Additional  pay  is  granted  for  teaching  in 
summer  school,  and  the  College  contributes 
large  portions  toward  retirement  benefits  for 
faculty  and  staff  members). 

Among  the  more  important  other  terms 
spelled  out  in  detail  by  the  policy  statement 
are:  appointment  and  tenure,  basis  of  promo- 
tion in  rank,  provisions  for  sabbatical  leave 
and  summer  study,  and  retirement  under  the 
Teacher's  Insurance  and  Annuity  Association 
program.

Who 


Should  Go  to  College  ?

TMAGINE  yourself  a  member  of  the  admissions 
committee  at  a  church-related  college  which 
can  accommodate  eight  hundred  students. 

Applications  totaling  five  times  that  number 
have  been  screened  and  processed.  Many  have 
been  told  to  apply  elsewhere  as  soon  as  the 
high  school  transcripts  and  College  Entrance 
Board  Examination  scores  have  been  recorded. 
Yet  many  more  with  excellent  high  school 
records  must  be  declined.  You  then  ask  your- 
self: who  should  go  to  college,  anyway? 

Colleges   Must   Choose 

This  situation,  we  are  told,  will  be  actual 
by  1960 — just  two  years  from  now.  Church- 
related  colleges  cannot  continue  to  build  class- 
rooms and  dormitories  each  year.  They  have 
neither  the  funds  nor  the  resources  to  provide 
one-half  the  cost  of  each  student's  education 
to  such  numbers.  They  must  choose,  and  they 
must  choose  in  the  light  of  the  purpose  of  their 
service. 

One  possible  solution  would  be  to  take  only 
those  students  who  are  in  the  top  ten  or  20  per- 
cent, based  on  high  school  records  and  test 
scores.  If  the  tests  showed  purpose  and  person- 
ality and  character  and  leadership  ability,  this 
would  certainly  be  an  excellent  direction  in 
which  to  move. 

Selection    With   Care 

The  church-related  college  which  seeks  to 
raise  its  academic  standards  through  careful 
selection  of  students  will  find  the  multitude  of 
applications  both  a  blessing  and  a  curse.  This 
will  be  a  blessing  in  that  it  will  point  to  the 
best.  It  will  be  a  great  danger  if  the  college 
does  not  frequently  remind  itself  of  the  words 
of  a  graduate  of  the1  University  of  Jerusalem  to 
the  gifted  members  of  a  local  congregation: 
"Not  many  of  you  were  wise  according  to 
worldly  standards,  not  many  were  powerful, 
not  many  were  of  noble  birth."  (I  Cor.  1:26). 
Yet  Paul  reminded  these  very  people  to  con- 
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sider  their  high  calling  under  God.  They  were 
called  to  demonstrate  in  their  lives  the  trans- 
forming power  and  purpose  of  God. 

Any  careful  study  of  graduates  over  a 
quarter  of  a  century  will  reveal  that  while 
scholarly  attainment  in  college  was  necessary, 
other  factors  have  been  exceedingly  significant 
in  producing  outstanding  men  and  women.  We 
shall  probably  have  to  develop  better  means  of 
measuring  these  other  factors  as  we  have  the 
factors    of   intelligence    and    personal    interest. 

Not   All   Can   Be   Admitted 

The  simple  truth  is  that  not  all  who  wish  to 
go  to  college  can  be  admitted  by  those  colleges 
which  have  to  limit  their  enrollments.  Alumni 
and  friends  must  understand  this  and  help  the 
church-related  colleges  to  give  opportunity 
to  those  who  most  deserve  it. 

Christian  colleges  must  feel  a  greater  ob- 
ligation, not  only  to  select  students  wisely,  but 
also  to  see  them  through  for  a  semester  or  a 
year.  Some  students  may  be  advised  to  with- 
draw at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  or  semester, 
but  they  should  have  some  place  to  go.  Perhaps 
junior  colleges  with  special  types  of  training 
will  have  to  be  developed.  Planning  for  and 
with  students  concerning  their  future  will  be 
a  part  of  responsible  education  just  as  surely 
as  admitting  them  to  one's  halls  of  learning  is 
a  function  of  education.  We  dare  not  waste  po- 
tential leadership  which  may  need  only  the 
spark  of  genuine  interest  and  understanding  to 
set  it  aglow. 

Not  all  of  this  advising  can  be  done  at  the 
college  level.  Parents  and  youth  must  antici-

A     IS  etc    Flame     Kindled 


T)R  Bernard  H.  (Bunny)  Boyd  has  kindled  a 
new  flame  of  religious  interest  on  the  Un- 
iversity of  North  Carolina  campus. 

This  Presbyterian  College  alumnus,  class  of 
1932,  serves  as  chairman  of  the  UNC  depart- 
ment of  religion  and  as  professor  of  Biblical 
literature.  He  lectures  on  the  Bible  in  a  pop- 
ular television  program  and  is  in  constant  de- 
mand as  a  speaker  at  all  forms  of  religious 
meetings. 

A  recent  article  from  Chapel  Hill  began 
with  these  words. 

"One  hour  spent  in  any  of  Dr.  Bernard 
Boyd's  religion  classes,  and  it's  easy  to  see 
why  Bible  study  has  caught  on  with  students 
on  the  University  of  North  Carolina  campus. 

Characters   Spring   To    Life 

"Dr.  Boyd  strides  into  the  classroom  just  as 
the  bell  sounds.  He  starts  lecturing  immedi- 
ately, and  though  he  never  consults  a  note,  his 
words  flow — smooth  and  rich  as  Jersey  cream. 
Even  remote  Bible  characters  take  on  meaning 
and  life  as  Dr.  Boyd  plucks  them  out  of  books 
like  Job  or  Ruth  and  sets  them  down  in  20th 
century  settings."

hundreds  of  PC  alumni  recall  from  their  exper- 
ience in  his  classroom  during  the  years  he 
taught  at  Presbyterian  College,  1936-1946. 

His  teaching  here  was  interrupted  by  World 
War  II,  in  which  he  served  two  years  as  a 
Marine  chaplain.  He  received  a  Purple  Heart 
in  the  assault  on  Okinawa,  where  he  gave  hope 
and  encouragement  to  weary  GI's  while  using 
an  ammunition  box  for  a  pulpit. 

After  the  war,  Dr.  Boyd  taught  at  Davidson 
College  from  1947  to  1950.  He  then  moved  to 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  as  James  A. 
Gray  professor  of  Biblical  literature  and  two 
years  later  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  de- 
partment. 

A   Decision  Made   At   PC 

"Bunny  Boyd  decided  upon  religious 
teaching  as  a  career  while  working  toward  his 
BA  degree  and  establishing  an  outstanding 
undergraduate  record  at  Presbyterian  College. 
After  finising  PC  in  1932,  he  went  on  to  receive 
his  Th.B  from  Princeton  Theological  Seminary 
and  his  Master's  from  Princeton  University — 
both  in  1935. 

He  met  the  late  Dr.  Albert  Einstein  while 
at  Princeton.  Of  the  famous  scientist,  Boyd  says, 
"We  spent  many  hours  walking  and  talking 
together.  Once  he  even  played  his  fiddle  for 
me."  Also  while  there  Boyd  served  as  a  substi- 
tute chaplain  in  Sing  Sing  Prison  for  several 
weeks,  where  he  held  prayer  services  for  the 
prisoners. 

While  teaching  at  PC,  he  met  and  married 
the  former  Thelma  Hicklin  of  Richburg,  S.  C. 
— then  serving  as  director  of  religious  educa- 
tion at  the  Clinton  First  Presbyterian  Church. 
They  now  have  two  children,  a  son  and 
daughter. 

Dr.  Boyd  says  his  purpose  in  teaching  re- 
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ligion  is  "to  stimulate  an  interest  in  the  student 
for  Bible  study.  I  feel  that  if  I  can  get  the 
student  interested  in  the  Bible  he  will  continue 
to  read  it  for  the  rest  of  his  life." 

Lectures   To    Numerous    Groups 

In  addition  to  his  teaching  responsibilities, 
he  travels  all  over  North  Carolina  and  the  east 
coast;  delivering  lectures,  holding  special  Bible 
classes  and  supervising  religious  emphasis 
weeks  on  various  college  campuses.  Just  last 
fall  he  appeared  with  Billy  Graham  and  other 
church  notables  on  the  program  of  the  giant 
Presbyterian  Men's  Convention  in  Miami. 

Television  has  introduced  him  to  yet 
thousands  of  other  persons.  One  of  his  courses 
— Religion  28,  the  origin  and  interpretation  of 
the  Bible — proved  so  popular  that  in  1956  he 
arranged  to  teach  it  over  the  educational  tele- 
vision station  of  the  Consolidated  University. 

This  47-year-old  alumnus  stands  only  5 
feet  7  inches  tall.  But  when  he  steps  up  to  de- 
liver a  lecture  or  sermon,  Bernard  Boyd  capti- 
vates his  audiences  like  a  giant.

pate  the  necessity  of  securing  admission  to  col- 
lege and  of  clarifying  one's  purpose  before 
seeking  admission. 

The  Presbyterian  guidance  program,  prop- 
erly used,  is  an  excellent  aid  to  those  decisions, 
and  similar  help  is  offered  in  the  public  schools. 
Continued  encouragement  to  young  people  to 
become  real  students;  careful  selection  of  col- 
leges according  to  discoverable  gifts;  enthusi- 
astic cooperation  with  the  church  and  church 
school  in  developing  a  sense  of  Christian  voca- 
tion; realistic  development  of  character  which 
can  face  and  overcome  necessary  frustrations 
and  failures  in  specific  situations;  a  growing 
understanding  of,  and  commitment  to,  God's 
plan  for  a  young  person's  life — these  are  re- 
sponsibilities which  must  be  met  before  young 
people  apply  for  admission  to  the  college  or 
university   of   their   choice. 

Selectivity   Means   Responsibility 

Not  all  who  think  it  would  be  nice  to  go  to 
college,  and  not  all  who  seek  admission,  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  church-related  college. 
Those  who  are  admitted  are  entitled  to  the 
very  best  in  developing  their  usefulness  to 
God  and  man  in  our  society.  Greater  selectivity 
means  greater  responsibility  for  both  college 
and  student.

Altogether,  four  athletic  teams  will  engage 
in  53  events  during  the  two  months  of  spring 
play.  Tennis  has  14  matches  and  two  meets 
scheduled;  baseball,  19  games;  golf,  11  matches; 
and  track,  4  dual  meets,  2  relays  and  the  state 
meet. 

Presbyterian  will  go  after  its  18th  straight 
South  Carolina  tennis  title  while  en  route  to 
more  national  recognition,  and  Blue  Hose  golf- 
ers hope  to  make  it  three  Little  Four  crowns  in 
a  row.  There's  potential  in  track  under  veteran 
Coach  Lonnie  S.  McMillian,  but  new  Coach 
Clyde  Ehrhardt  is  bothered  by  pitching  prob- 
lems in  baseball. 

John  Brownlow,  a  senior  from  Cleveland, 
leads  the  experienced  PC  tennis  squad.

Bright    Debut 

DRESBYTERIAN  basketball  posted  one  of  its 

better  records  this  season  as  a  small,  un- 
heralded fast-break  quintet  used  precision 
shooting  to  win  16  games  while  losing  just 
eight. 

It  proved  a  bright  debut  for  new  Coach 
Courts  Redford,  who  entered  the  season  with 
uninspiring  prospects. 

The  Blue  Hose  connected  on  approxi- 
mately 45  percent  of  their  field  goal  attempts 
in  amassing  1,929  points  for  an  average  80.4  per 
game.  Combined  opponents  collected  1,779  for 
a  74.1  average. 

This  accuracy  sustained  the  Hosemen  vic- 
toriously most  of  the  time.  But  when  shooting 


a  formidable  game  in  both  singles  and  doubles 
play.  Five  other  letter  men  are  back  to  support 
him — Guice  Potter  of  Anniston,  Ala.;  Harry 
Hoffman  of  Philadelphia;  Jim  Peck  of  Fort 
Lauderdale,  Fla.;  Jim  Shakespeare  of  Holly- 
wood, Fla.;  and  Bill  Roberts  of  Danville,  Va.

Team  captain  Wyatt  Aiken  of  Greenville,  a 
versatile  high-scoring  performer  in  both  track 
and  field  events  heads  the  small  contingent  of 
seven  cinder  lettermen  around  which  Coach 
Lonnie  Mac  rebuilds.  Other  veterans  are:  Cur- 
tis Lindner  of  Decatur,  Ga.,  defending  state 
broad  jump  champion;  and  dashmen  Ed  Messer 
of  West  Palm  Beach,  Fla.,  and  Walter  Marshall 
of  Greenwood. 

Most  of  the  big  guns  are  gone  and  only 
three  lettermen  are  back  from  the  golf  team 
which  captured  the  Little  Four  Title  and  fin- 
ished fourth  in  the  state  last  year.  Forming  the 
nucleus  of  this  young  squad  are  Mitch  Mavro- 
mat  of  Brunswick,  Ga.,  Albert  Copelan,  Jr.,  of 
Mooresville  N.  C,  and  Trotti  Riley  of  Col- 
umbia. 

An  infield,  headed  by  veteran  Tony  Benson 
of  Chester  at  third  base  and  Paul  Chastain  of 
Central  at  shortstop,  is  the  brightest  spot  in  a 
baseball  picture  clouded  by  pitching  worries. 
Other  lettermen  standouts  of  last  year  who 
are  back  include  Ted  Leahy  of  Atlanta,  alter- 
nating at  first  and  on  the  mound,  and  Ray 
Hodge  of  Alcolu.

failed  in  any  particular  game,  the  roof  began 
caving  in,  because  rebounds  were  scarce  for 
the  squad  averaging  exactly  6  feet  even.

Johnson  Club  Increases- 
But  Fails  To  Hit  57  Goal 

OPORTS-MINDED   alumni  contributed   $7,225 

to  the  Walter  Johnson  Club  in  1957,  Athletic 
Director  Walter  A.  Johnson  has  announced. 

This  figure  represents  the  largest  amount 
ever  to  be  raised  in  a  single  year  by  the  alumni 
athletic  organization,  and  the  total  of  200  donors 
also  set  a  new  high. 

Despite  this  effort,  the  final  amount  came 
to  less  than  one-half  of  the  $20,000  goal  estab- 
lished last  year  by  the  alumni  directors  as 
necessary  for  continuing  PC's  well-rounded 
athletic  program  on  its  present  level.  It  was 
pointed  out  then  that  the  athletic  department 
had  been  operating  at  a  considerable  financial 
loss. 

The  trustees  also  noted  this  fact  in  their 
recent  meeting  when  they  appointed  a  special 
committee  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  the 
athletic  situation  here.

Gresham  Retires  from  Ministry 

WHEN  the  Rev.  Paul  N.  Gresham,  class  of  1915,  resigned  as 

pastor  of  the  Kenilworth  Presbyterian  Church  of  Asheville, 
N.  C,  last  September,  the  Asheville  Citizen  paid  him  this  editor- 
ial tribute  in  its  September  18  issue: 

"There  is  a  tradition  of  long  service  to  one  congregation 
among  Presbyterian  ministers  both  here  and  elsewhere. 

"Thus  it  is  no  easy  task  to  sever  the  pastoral  relation  that 
is  rooted  so  deeply  in  the  church  and  the  lives  of  its  members. 

"This  is  true  of  the  Rev.  Paul  N.  Gresham  who  has  been 
pastor  of  the  Kenilworth  Presbyterian  Church  since  it  was 
founded  in  1934. 

"Mr.  Gresham  has  asked  his  congragation  to  join  in  a  request 
to  the  Presbytery  to  dissolve  the  pastoral  relation  and  he  plans  to 
retire  December  31,  leaving  the  church  property  free  of  debt 
and  a  congregation  that  now  has  650  members. 

"Material  values  and  numbers  do  not  begin  to  tell  the  story 
of  the  contribution  Mr.  Gresham  has  made  to  the  Kenilworth 
church  and  the  Asheville  community.  His  spiritual  leadership 
has  been  outstanding  and  his  work  notable. 

"It  is  good  to  know  that  Mr.  Gresham  plans  to  continue  liv- 
ing here  and  that  he  will  not  break  his  years'  long  custom  of 
visiting  the  sick  in  and  around  Asheville."

LUMNUS  Howard  McK.  Wilson  '22  is 
'Virginia's  "Rural  Minister  of  the  Year" 
for  1957. 

His  selection  came  as  part  of  a  nine-year 
program  sponsored  by  Emory  University 
and  "The  Progressive  Farmer"  magazine 
to  recognize  ministers  who  have  rendered 
exceptional   service  to  farm   people. 

Dr.   Wilson  was  cited  for  his  work  as 
pastor  of  the  Tinkling  Spring  and  Hermi- 
tage   Presbyterian    churches    of    Fishers- 
ville,  Va.,  for  the  past  11  years.  Just  re- 
cently, however,  he  has  moved  from  here 
to    become    pastor    of    the    Mossy    Creek 
Church  of  Mt.  Solon,  Va.

Willard  Jones  Writes  on  Artillery 

W7RITINGS  in  military  history  have  been  pouring  off  the  pen 
of  Lt.  Col.  Willard  L.  Jones,  class  of  1928. 
Despite  ill  health,  he  has  produced  a  number  of  publications 
in  his  capacity  as  a  historian  in  the  Chief  of  Military  History, 
Department  of  the  Army,  and  he  also  has  written  numerous  free- 
lance articles  for  periodicals  in  the  field. 

Col.  Jones  was  assigned  to  the  Military  History  office  in 
January,  1954.  His  first  work  there  was  the  History  of  the  Org- 
anization of  the  United  States  Field  Artillery  for  the  Army 
Lineage  Book  series.  It  consists  mainly  of  the  separate  official 
lineages  for  each  of  the  color-bearing  units  of  the  Field  Artillery. 
He  later  wrote  a  history  of  the  American  Army  Antiaircraft 
Artillery,  and  then  was  directed  to  combine  this  manuscript  with 
the  previous  work  for  a  single  history  of  the  U.  S.  Artillery.

Dr.  Anthony  W.  Dick  '21,  one  of  the  out- 
standing ministers  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
US,  died  of  shotgun  wounds  at  his  Memphis, 
Tenn.,  home  on  March  4. 

Mrs.  Dick  found  her  husband's  body  in  the 
den  of  their  home  when  she  returned  from 
visiting  friends.  He  had  been  there  alone, 
having  started  to  clean  his  12-guage  shotgun  as 
she  departed.  Police  said  Dr.  Dick  had  shot 
himself  in  the  chest  with  this  gun  which  was 
found  near  the  body. 

Dr.  Dick  had  served  as  pastor  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Memphis  for  the  past 
ten  years.  Under  his  leadership  it  had  grown 
from  1,000  to  over  3,000  members.  He  was 
moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Tennessee,  chairman 
of  the  Synod's  Council  of  Tennessee  and  a 
member  of  the  General  Assembly's  Board  of 
Extension. 

Dick  was  asked  by  his  associates  several 
months  ago  to  take  a  rest  after  he  suffered 
nervous   exhaustion.    He   did    but    returned    to 


his  pulpit  in  February  for  three  consecutive 
Sundays.  Death  came  at  th  age  of  57. 

A  native  of  Sumter,  S.  C,  he  attended  Col- 
umbia and  Princeton  Theological  seminaries 
after  finishing  PC.  He  served  the  Spartanburg 
(S.  C.)  First  Church  for  nine  years  before 
going  to  Memphis  and  several  other  pastorates 
prior  to  that. 

Among  the  survivors  are  his  wife,  the  for- 
mer Mary  Louise  Witherspoon  of  Mayesville, 
S.  C,  a  daughter,  son  and  his  mother.

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State  Industries  Aid  Independent  Colleges 

DRESBYTERIAN    College    has    received    $10,- 
151.38  as  its  share  of  the  1957  funds  recently 
distributed  by  the  South  Carolina  Foundation 
of  Independent  Colleges. 

This  total  showed  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious year — compared  to  $9,279.83  in  1956 — and 
brought  PC's  overall  share  for  the  three  years 
the  Foundation  has  been  in  operation  to  $23,- 
070.91. 

Eight  other  independent  colleges  of  the  state 
are  combined  with  Presbyterian  in  the  Founda- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  making  a  united  appeal 
to  industry  for  financial  support.  It  is  a  long- 
range  program  which  will  require  time  to  be 
completely  established,  but  corporation  contri- 
butions already  provide  a  substantial  founda- 
tion for  improvement  of  higher  education  in 
South  Carolina. 

Thus  far  over  the  three-year  period,  110 
companies  doing  business  in  the  state  have  con- 
tributed $296,533.94  to  the  South  Carolina 
Foundation.
